His father 
died when he was only a few years old 
and with his mother he removed to TUi- 
nois. Hard luck followed them.

next removed to St. Louis and a few 
vears later went to Kansas City. By 
that time young Edward was old enough 
to help his mother earn a living and his 
first occupation was as a newsboy on 
the streets of Kansas City. 


He sold papers a long time, while bis 


mother took in sewing. In 1873 the two 
had managed to save enough money to 
buy transportation to Austin, 
Texas- 


Young Jackson's first employment there 
was as driver of a mule street car. He 
became a street lamp cleaner next and 
in 13SO he felt the call of the western 
plains and came to San Angelo. 


Sheep Herder at 5io a Month. 


His ambition from boyhood was to be 


a ranchman. 
So he became a sheep 


herder. Ten dollars a month was the 
pay the job afforded, and Jackson took 
his pay in sheep. He did not spend a 
nickel that was not absolutely necessary. 
and when the mother followed Jackson 
to San Angelo she found him in fair cir- 
cumstances. 


About that time Jackson managed to 


borrow a small sum of money and in 
partnership with W. L. Aldwell, who a 
few years later married his sister, he 
went" to old Mexico, in search of bar- 
gains in sheep. They found good sheep 
there and bought some, only to discover 
that Gerommo and his Apaches were ter 
rorizing the Eio Grande country. Finding 
it unsafe to attempt to cross the bor- 
der with a flock of sheep, they sold <w1 
and went to New Mexico and bmighl 
another Slock which they drove across the 
lower Panhandle to Torn fJrc?n county. 


mit. He would shun company and was 
at home only with his herds and flocks 
on the range. It was seldom, so his ac- 
quaintances say, that Jackson slept on 
rainy or cold nights. He was always in 
the open looking after his cattle, sheep 
and goats on such nights, and he has 
been known to ride on horseback as far 
as thirty miles in snowstorms and bliz- 
zards to make sure that his live stock 
was in no danger. 


Time and again he lias gone many days 


without sleep, putting in the.whole time 
looking after live stock, both night and 
day. If he had trading or other business 
iii San Angelo he would travel by night. 
He would work on the ranch until dark, 
then hitch two horses to an old buck- 
board wagon and drive them to town. 
If he reached the town before daylight 
he would squat down against a fence or 
building and with his heail between his 
hands, sleep until sunrise. Hundreds of 
nights he has slept that way leaning 
against a mesquite tree on the range, 
usually in the tniddl* of a flock of sheep. 


Jackson's habits cf life were the same 


in later years as in his earlier days 
on the plains when he did not possess a i 
dollar. 
While not sleeping out on the ' 


range, Jackson was resting in a bunk in 
a tumble-down one-room ranch house, 
le followed the "chuck wagon" with his 
:owboys and sheep herders up to the 
.ime of his illness, and frijole beans, 
:o«jjl» beef, hard bread and black coffee

He was 
unknown at the time and the betting 
made Brock a two-to-one favorite when 
thev entered the ring. Tour days before 
the' fight a scratch on top of hia right 
foot became infected and all the time 
he was not training he was compelled 
to lie in bed with the foot in an ice 
pack to reduce the swelling that re- 
sulted from blood poisoning. 


He entered the ring under this handi-
